Utilization of the investigative rights should be studied from the viewpoint 
of vitalizing Standing Committee activities, Rep Yi said. 


He said, "Under the present law, the National Assembly is to be in session for 
150 days in total, including the 90-day regular session.” 


In order to make the most of the recess period totalling 215 days, Rep. Yi said 
vitalization of Standing Committee activities was necessary in order to make the 
National Assembly more dedicated to its parliamentary duty and function. 


Rep Yi's remarks favoring utilization of the investigative right draw special 
attention since the majority party has always been reluctant to invoke that 
right. 


Under the current National Assembly law, the National Assembly on a decision 
in a plenary session can order the formation of a special investigation committee.

KNP REAFFIRMS OPPOSITION TO EDUCATION TAX 
SK060051 Seoul THE KOREA TIMES in English 6 Oct 81 p 1 


[Text] Rep. Yi Man-sop, vice president of the Ksrea Natioral Party (KNP), called 
for the compilation of an “austerity” budget for next year in view of the current 
"difficult" business situation yesterday, making it clear that the party was 
opposed to the imposition of a new education tux. 


He also demanded complete abolition of the value-added tax now in force. 


In a statement on his party's stand on overall national affairs in a plenary 
session of the National Assembly, Rep. Yi asked the government to give chances 
to join politics in the new era to former politicians now banned from politics. 


He also asked for an overhaul of the current tax system to ease the tax burden 
on the pecple while ensuring incentives for private businessmen to enable then 
to develop their enterprise potential to the fullest. 


In the 30-minute speech, Rep. Yi lashed out at the proposed government budget, 
arguing that it was overblown by 22.2 percent over the current year in defiance 
of the state of the nation's business. 


He said it should be reduced to the current year’s level at least by slashing 
idministrative expenditures drastically. 


According to him, the proposed education tax would not be necessary if administra- 
ive expenditures amounting to about 1,000 billion won earmarked in next year's 
vudget bill were cut by only 3 percent. 


According to him, the gargantuan organizations of the administration should be 
radically trimmed together with the denationnlization of numerous state-run firms, 
and thus a cut in next year's budget could be achieved with ease. 


ecause of the overlarge budget, he said, the tax burden rete would rise from 
5.7 percent this year to 18.9% percent. To be more specific, he said, each person 
would have to pay 264,000 won in taxes, a rise of about 25 percent over 212,000 
won this year. 














As to the value-added tax, the KNP vice president said as mu-* 
the cases subject to the tax were classified as “exceptional.” 
enough for the government to get along without it he said. 
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Rep. Yi. however. said the eovernment rice purchase price should be raised to a 
level which would compensate for price hikes and production costs plus due pvrofits 
to encourage farmers. 


And the government should also buy the whole amount offered by farmers despite a 
rice glut resulting from massive imports of 16 million sok to make up for reduced 
rice crops next year. One sok weighs about 144 kilograms. 


Touching on domestic politics, Rep. Yi said the current national assembly law should 
be amended for the restoration of the right to preliminary review of the government 
budget by the Standing Committees. 


He also said those banned from politics by law should be given chances of joining 
in the new era. At the same time, healthy development of opposition parties . 
should be guarantced, otherwise no genuine development of democracy could be 
thought of. 


In this context, he said due consideration should be given to the system of raising 


political funds through a supporters’ group for each political party. Political 
funds should in no way be channeled lopsidedly to the party in power, he said.

GOVERNMENT TO EXPAND TRANSPORTATION FUNDING

[Text] Seoul, Oct. 7 (YONHAP)—-The Korean Goverment will invest more than 
10 trillion won (some 14.6 billion U.S. dollars) in the expansion of the country's 
transportation facilities over the next five years. 


According to the country's Fifth Five-Year Economic Development Plan (1982-36) for 
the transportation sector, released by the Transportation Ministry Wednesday, the 
total length of the country's railroad lines will be extended from the current 
6,007 km to 6,599 km by the target year 1986, and that of subway lines from the 
present 22.1 km to 143.2 ka. 


The five-year transportation program also calls for increasing the number of 
automobiles from the current 528,000 to 1,148,000 by 1986; that of ocean-going 
vessels from the present 5.2 million tons to 9.4 million tons, and that of guest 
rooms of tourist motels across the country from 19,104 to 30,000. 


Under the program, the daily passenger transportation capacity will rise from 

23 million to 37 million, and the daily cargo transportation capacity from 

470,000 tons to 710,000 tons; while the annual international passenger trans- 
portation capacity will increase from 2.8 million to 6.6 million, and the annual 
international cargo transportation capacity from 93.2 million tons to 165.4 million 
tons. 


fhe subway construction in Seoul, which will attain an additional length of 

121.1 km, will be completed by 1985, and the two separate subway constructions in 
Pusen, the country's second largest city, will be finished by 1985 and 1989, 
respectively. Thus, the subway end the electrified railroad will meet 40 percent 
and 17 percent of the total traffic volume in Seoul and Pusan, respectively, by 
1986, according to the program. 


The country will possess 28 container ships and conc).ude shipping agreements with 
12 coastal countries by 1986. 


Other highlights of the five-year transportation development plan include: increa.vs 
in the annual passenger and cargo handling capacity of Kimpo International Airport. 
the country's gateway, to nearly nine million persons and 280,000 tons; the con- 
slusion of aviation agreemencs with Italy and six other countries, and establishmert 
»f the round-about-the-world flight routes; and the development of Cheju Island into 
an international tourist resort.

EPB REPORT BREAKS DOWN NATION'S FOREIGN LOANS 
SK240136 Seoul YONHAP in English 0107 GMT 24 Sep 81 


[Text] Seoul, Sep 24 (YONHAP)-—-Since 1954, Korea has induced on a commitment basis 
a total of 25.6 billion U.S. dollars as of the end of June this year. An Economic 
Planning Board (EPB) report released Thursday breaks down the total to 24.4 billion 
dollars in foreign loans and 1.2 billion dollars in foreign investment in the 
country. 


Of the total foreign loans, which accounted for 95.2 percent of the foreign capital 
so far brought into the country on an approval basis, 12.6 billion dollars were 
public loans and 11.8 billion dollars were commercial loans. Of the approved 
foreign loans, 19.4 billion dollars have already arrived. 


Repayment of foreign loans amounted to nearly six billion dollars, thus leaving 
13.5 billion dollars in outstanding foreign ioans. Aggregated interests paid so 
far totaled more than 4.9 billion dollars. 


The United States appeared to be the largest lender, having supplied Korea with 
7.3 billion dollars (29.7 percent) of the total foreign loans, followed by 
Japan with nearly four billion dollars (16.3 percent). 


The biggest portion (59.4 percent) of the loans went to social overhead capital 
projects, followed by the manufacturing sector (31 percent) and the agriculture- 
fisheries sector (9.6 percent). 


As of the end of June this year, foreign investments totaled 1.2 billion dollars 
in 822 projects on a commitment basis. Of these, only 57 million dollars have 
not arrived yet. 


Japanese investments in 611 projects accounted for 52.5 percent of the total 
investments and U.S. investments, 22.9 percent. 


Meanwhile, the repatriation of investment returns amounted to 372 million dollars 
during the cited period, according to the report. Foreign technology was induced 
in a total of 1,828 projects from 1962 through the end of June this year, 58.1 per- 
cent (1,062 projects) of which was under-taken by Japan and 23.1 percent (422 
projects) by the United States.

ROK-JAPAN OIL DRILLING PROJFCT DISCUSSED 
SKO70130 Seoul YONHAP in English 0122 GMT 7 Oct 81 


[Text] Seoul, Oct. 7 (YONHAP)-—-The drilling in the seventh submining zone of the 
Korean-Japanese joint continental shelf development area insearch of seabed oil 
resources, began Monday on waters some 330 km south of Korea's Cheju Island. 


According to the report of the concessionaire Korean-American 0il Co. (KOAM) to 
the Energy-Resources Ministry, the Japanese oil rig, the "White Dragon No 5," 
arrived at the drilling site as scheduled and determined its drilling spot at 
latitude 23"30' north and longitude 27126" east. 


It will drill down to some 4,160 meters under the seabed over a period of around 
90 days. 


According to officials from KOAM's American partner, Hamilton International, the 
seventh sub-mining zone has high oil potential with its many well-developed 
’ anticlinal structures. 


KOAM officials said that the results of the drilling would be made public early 
next year. 


Korca drilled two holes in the fifth and seventh sub-mining zones last year, but 
failed to hit commercially feasible oil deposits. 


Korea conducted another seismic survey of the seventh subzone last April. The 
survey results were computerized by Hamilton International, which determined 
the drilling spot for the resumption of Korea's oil hunting venture. 


Korea plans to drill a total of eleven holes during the 1979-1987 period along 
the continental shelf between Korea and Japan, under a 1974 bilateral joint 
continental shelf development agreement.

SPENDING ABROAD—Seoul, Oct 5 (YONHAP)--With the implementation this summer of 
the government 's liberalization policy regarding overseas trips by Korean 
citizens, the expenditures by Korean tourists abroad surpassed the revenues 
accruing from foreign visitors to the country in July and August. According 

te official statistics, Korean travelers abroad spent 44.6 million U.S. dollars 
against 34.9 million dollars in tourist revenues for July. In August, expendi- 
tures by Korean tourists overseas totaled 43 million dollars, compared with 
36.7 million dollars in foreign tourist revenues. If the trend continues, 
officials predict that the aggregate expenditures of Korean travelers overseas 
will outrun the country's foreign tourist revenues by the end of the year. 

Last year, South Korea's revenues from foreign tourists surpassed Korean 
travelers’ expenditures overseas by 20 million dollars.

UPGRADING OF NATION'S COMMUNICATIONS SYSTEM REPORTED 
SKO30538 Seoul THE KOREA HERALD in English 3 Oct 81 pp 1, 3 


(Text] The Ministry of Communications said yesterday it is studying a plan to 
build a supermodern telecommumication facility by 1986 to ensure the fast 
worldwide coverage of the 1988 summer olympics in Seoul. 


The ministry said it is considering building the international facsimile network 
that will enable world families to watch the Seoul olympics simultaneously with 
the Korean people. 


Saying the channels for communication through international telecommunicat ion 
satellites (Intelsat) [IV and V will be increased annually to reach 1,172 channels 
in 1987 from the present 328, the ministry said the satellite communications 


will be greatly improved. 


The ministry said it will build the No. 4 earth station, adding to the existing 
Nos. 1, 2, 3 earth stations, for operation from 1985 at a total cost of 
6,600 million won (about $10 million). 


Presently, the No. 1 station is linked with the Pacific Ocean satellite and the 
No. 2 station is connected with the Indian Ocean satellite. 


Both stations are enabling the global satellite telecommunication and live TV 
coverage from around the world. 


The No. 3 station, which has existed but was not known to the public, is for 
standby just in case of trouble with either of the other stations. 


The No. 4 earth station, to be built, will be linked with the Intelsat V floating 
above the Pacific Ocean. It is to provide about 3,000 fully automatic electronic 
switching method overseas telephone Lines. 


Presently, a total of 549 overseas telephone lines are operated by semiautomatic 
method. 


A total of 4,200 million won (about $6 willion) would be used to build the natiom. ‘« 
9DD (direct distance dialing) network by i9t/. 








The international telex lines will be increased to 1,508 circuits in 1986 from 
the present 485 lines. The ministry said it estimates the demand by about 
5,000 journalists for the telex lines will be great for reporting on the Seoul 
Olympic games. 


The international facsimile lines will be more than 40 circuits from the present 
one circuit used with Japan. The facsimile will enable the Seoul olympics to be 
seen live around the world, the ministry said. 


The ministry said that it has not decided on the necessity of its own separate 
communications satellite for the Seoul olympics, adding that it should await 


consultation with the yet-to-be-formed cabinet-level Olympic Organizing Committee 
(OCOG) . 


The ministry said that in general the implementation of the communication moderniza- 
tion project laid down in the government's Fifth Five-Year Economic Development Plan 
will be enough for the communication needs for the Seoul olympics.

[Text] A national dream has finally come true--a long-held aspiration that the 
Koreans would host a world Olympiad on their own soil. 


And that stunning decision by the Internationul Olympic Committee (IOC), awarding 
Seoul the right to host the 24th summer olympic games in 1988, has aroused added 
excitement and a sense of achievement zmong Koreans as the choice of their capital 
city had unexpectedly overwhelming incernational sipport. 


In fact, until the very last moment of the crucial I0C voting on the olympic site, 
uncertainty prevailed both here and abroad about Seoul's chance of winning the 
title since its rival candidate city, Nagoya in Japan, had been largely rated as 
the more likely choice. 


But the final IOC decision ended all this worry and uncertainty--a ruling which 
eloquently displayed the lofty olympic principle of wmiversality, providing 
fair opportunities for world nations to participate in and host the olympic games. 


The I0C members, meeting in a congress at Baden-Baden in West Germany, must have 
voted for Seoul taking full account of the Korean's fervent eagerness for the 
olympics as well as their remarkable accomplishments and potential in nation- 
building, which underline the capability of rendering satisfactory venue and 
other facilities for an Olympiad. 


Thus Korea has become the second Asian nation, after Japan, and the second developing 
country. after Mexico, to host a sumer olympics, a most gigantic and festive 
international sports event taking place every four years. 


One of the biggest hitches which Koreans faced during their campaign for the 
Glympics was the division of national territory, a legacy of the cold war, and 
the consequent existence of tension on the Korean Peninsula. 


‘let, an absolute majority of the IOC members rightly took a positive and forward- 


ooking stand at the time of voting for Seoul--as they had done for the 1972 
Olympics in Munich, West Germany--that holding the world sports festival would 
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not only dissipate tension but facilitate the settlement of inter-Korea questions, 
ultimately contributing to the early achievement of territorial unification. 


As a mctter of fact, hosting an Olympiad in Seoul is an epoch-making event for the 
entire Korean people, who should make concerted efforts to the end. 


In this regard, Seoul has repeatedly made it clear that the door would be wide 
open to all participating nations, regardless of their political ideologies or 
social systems. 


An Olympiad in Seoul will give great impetus to Korea's national life in a wide 
cange--from an enhanced image and role in the world community and improved business 
prospects, especially for tourism, to innovation in infrastructures and urban 
development. 


It is thus expected to «xpedite the process of boosting Korea, now a newly indus- 
trializing country, to the rank of an advanced nation--as the Tokyo Olympics in 
1964 did for Japan. 


On the other hand, the task will place on the nation with unprecedented burden and 
a challenge to perfect a broad spectrum of preparatory work for the success of the 
Seoul Olympics——a task which is impending and compelling. 


The cost, estimated at more than $2 billion, is one thing. Probably more intricate 
and demanding is how to provide a suitable olympic venue and related facilities, 
ranging from accommodation to transportation and communications, so that the world 
festival will be internationally applauded. 


A suggestion in this regard is that the Seoul Olympics be organized as to become 
an affordable model for all nations, both developed and developing, in view of 
Korea's own national capacity and moreover the fact that many a cowmtry—even 
advanced nations--are reluctant to host the olympics because of their massive 
expenses. That is, while a full range of convenience and comfort is assured, 
the undertaking should refrain from extravagance. 


After all, involved in the olympic hosting--gigantic in scale yet requiring 
subtlety and sophistication--will be not only astute preparation by the government 
authorities and those directly concerned to the event but also spontaneous 
cooperation and concerted efforts by the people as a whole.

{Text} London (special)-—-Korea and the United Kingdom have agreed that restoration 
of trade equilibrium will be further accelerated as British firms expand their 
participation in Korean developeent projects. 


According to a joint statement issued here Wednesday after the conclusion of the 
Korea-United Kingdom trade ministers’ meeting, Korean Comerce-Industry Minister 
So Sok-chun proposed that the two sides work together to achieve « situation during 
the 1980's in which trade with Korea would account for 1 percent of Britain's 

total overseas trade volume. 


The statement said Minister So drew particular attention to the anti-dumping suit 
recently filed by the European Association of Comsumer Electronics Manufacturers 
and to moves to restrict imports of Korean-made footwear into the European 

Community (EC). He expressed the hope that these additional restrictive actions 


would not be taken by the European Community on Korean exports. 


British Secretary of State for Trade John Biffen agreed to convey this matter to 
the appropriate EC authorities for favorable consideration, it said. 


The two ministers discussed the future of the aulti-fibe,: arrangement and the 
safeguard clause and they agreed to work together to explore solutions to these 
difficult problems. They welcomed the GATT ministerial meeting proposed for 1982. 


Minister So commented on difficulties encountered by Korean businessmen in connec- 
tion with the CSP scheme of the European Commmity. In this connection, he 
suggested eliminsting tariff quotes on some items coupled with substantial increases 
in tariff quotas on others. 


The joint statement said Minister So urged the United Kingdom's businesamen, financiers 
and government to increase their participation in Korea's Fifth Five-Year Economic 

and Social Development Plan, during which Kores will require $46.5 billion in 

foreign capital. 


Minister So said Korea welcomed investment end technology tracnefers from the small 
and medium sector of British industry. To further such cooperation, Minister So 
suggested that an appropriate agreement be negotiated and signed between the 

Small aad Medium Industry Promotion Corporation of Korea and the British counterpart 
organization. 








Secretary Biffen noted with approval Minister So's proposal as well as the steps 
taken by the Korean Government to liberalize trade and investment flows. He 
agreed to convey Minister So's proposal, with a favorable recommendation, to 

the pertinent British authorities and to encourage British businessmen to increase 
their participation in Korean development projects. 


So requested that the British electrotechnical approval board delegate inspection 
rights to the Korea Electric Institute for the purpose of inspecting Korean 
electrical exports bound for the British market. Secretary Biffen agreed to 
refer this matter to the appropriate British authorities for favorable considera- 
tion.
